Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  •t'^eport  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  195^,  and  this  report  includes,  as  is  customary,  that 
of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Tnere  is  little  to  comment  on  in  the  various  statistical  tables 
included  herein,  save  to  note  a rm-irked  increase  in  the  infant  mort- 
ality and  even  more  in  the  still-birth  rate.  This  is  unexpected, 
more  particularly  because  the  past  two  years  have  seen  a national 
investigation  into  diseases  associated  with  pregnancy  with  a vievs?  to 
elucidating  the  problems  of  toxaemia  and  still-birth,  and  a consequent 
steady  improvement  in  the  standard  of  ante  natal  care. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  but  there 
was  a marked  increase  in  the  notifications  of  dysentery.  Looking  back 
fromi  the  1957  epidemic  of  dysentery,  one  wonders  whether  the  stage  was 
being  set  in  the  later  months  of  1956. 

In  April,  the  Public  Health  Department,  in  association  with  the 
Ministry  of  agriculture.  Fisheries  c.nd  Food,  produced  a Health  Exhib- 
ition at  the  as  tor  Hall.  Many  bodies  co-operated  to  shov^  the  multit- 
udinous facets  that  are  involved  in  the  modern  definition  of  Health. 

I feel  it  would  be  justified  to  label  the  Exhibition  a success,  and  I 
am  sure  that  its  educational  value  was  very  real. 

In  January,  the  P’ood  Hygiene  iregulations  promised  by  the  Foo:' 
and  Drugs  Act  1955  came  into  force.  «.!  though  these  regulatlcns  have 
noc  the  full  force  that  a progressive  authority  woula  -'ish,  they  do 
make  a considerable  improvement  in  the  required  legal  standards  of 
food  hygiene,  and  they  are  gradually  being  applied  in  the  district. 

AS  usual,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  rrnord  my  appreciation 
of  all  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department;  my  thanks  to  the 
officers  and  members  of  other  departments  for  their  co-operation; 
and  my  gratitude  to  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
their  patience  and  their  thoughtful  approach  to  their  duties.

The  hottest  month  was  July,  giving  a mean  maximum  reading  of 
67°F,  while  the  coldest  month  was  February,  with  a mean  of  the 
minimum  readings  260F. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  v^ras  25*68  inches,  the  heaviest 
amount  falling  in  January  viz  5*56  inches  while  during  March  the 
amount  registered  vms  only  0*52  inches,  this  being  the  driest  month 
of  the  year.

; e Maternity  Unit  at  Buckland  Hospital,  Dover,  continues  bub  their 
'mitaticn  of  space  and  their  consequent  preference  for  first  or  cem- 
icated  cases  has  curbed  the  expected  drop  in  the  number  of  confine- 
=«  nts'  at  home.  The  liaison  between  these  Nurses,  the  Hospital,  the 
i balance  Service  and  the  Doctors  is  first  class  so  that  the  community 
: v/ell  served  by  these  arrangements.

PERSONS  IN  NEED  OF  CARE. 


This  problem  continues  to  grow.  The  County  Night  Attendant 
Service  has  proved  helpful  in  some  cases,  but  it  is  limited  to  a 
short  period,  being  intended  to  tide  old  people  over  a time  of  dif- 
ficulty. The  independence  of  old  people  and  the  growing  tendency  for 
the  young  to  shelve  their  responsibilities  towards  their  aged  relatives, 
to  which  must  be  added  the  factor  of  an  ageing  population  throughout  the, 
country,  make  this  situation  more  serious  every  year.
